Jesus is captured 
by Roman soldiers in the Garden of 
GethsemanCf where he has gone to 
pray with hts disciples after what 
came to be known as the Last 
Supper. In these early scenes we 
arc introduced to Satan* ^ho is 
? presented in a human form and ' 
taunts Jesus with the admonition 
that he alone can not save all men. 
Satan seems an apparition, who 
tends to float through the film at 
various times. Portrayed by Italian 
actress Rosalinda Ceiontano, Satan 
is an androgynous figure that clear- 
ly loolcs like a woman but speaks 
with the voice of a man. Mel 
Gibson, the director says. "Evil is 
alluring, attractive. It looks good, 
almost normal, and yet not quite. 
That is what I tried to do with the 
Devil in the film. That's what evil is 
about: taking something good and 
twisting it a litde bit." 

The focus of the film Is on the 
trial, sentence, torture and execu- 
tion of Jesus. Although only a small 
number of people die in the film, 
you feel as if you've sat through the 
massive destruction of lives in botli 
the "Matrix" and tlie "Lord of the 
Rings" trilogies combined. You 
know you are in for It when a metal 
tipped "cat o' nine tails" Is shown 
to rip wood from a table and is 
then used to beat Jesus. It lacerates 
the skin, causing excruciating pain 
and considerable blood loss. 
Caviezel delivers a wrenching per- 
formance and allows us to feel 
some of the agony that Jesus felt In 
a very personal way. 

From the moment Judas (Luca 
Lionello) receives 30 coins for his 
betrayal of Christ, he is a haunted 
man. It can be assumed that most 
know the story of the crucifixion. 
Jesus is aware that his death will 
come soon. His enemies are power- 
ful and numerous. Pontius Pilate, 
the Roman Governor of Palestine 
lets the chants of the crowd; which 
Includes Jews, determine the fate of 
Jesus. The Roman soldiers beat

While 
sexy actresses like Charlize 
Theron ("Monster") and 
Naomi Watts ("21 Grams") 
make themselves look unat- 
tractive in gritty roles, they 
don't touch Dclluccl, who has 
also done down and dirty parts In 
"Tears of the Sun," "Malena" and 
"Ineversible." 

Jim Caviezel ("The Count of 
Monte Cristo") is efl'ective in his 
role as Jesus. Whether during his 
last agonizing itwelve hours or in 
the flashbacks to more peaceful 
times, he speaks with dignity in all 
situations. 

I don't think that the fllm is 
anti-Semitic. While there are both 
Jews and Romans shown who help 
Jesus, there are Jews and Romans 
in power that could have saved 
him. Some have tried to make this 
film the "Birth of A Nation" for the 
21st century, with the focus of hate 
directed toward Jews ratlier than 
blacks and I don't see any compari- 
son in sucli a conclusion.

The Passion of The Christ" 
is a retelling of the last 
twelve hours of Jesus' life; 
a composite based on the 
gospels of Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and Jolm. The fllm Is written by 
director/producer Mel Gibson 
widi Benedict Fitzgerald. Judas 
Iscariot's betrayal of Christ and 
Christ's crucifixion Is a familiar 
story to nearly everyone, no 
matter what your religious 
belief. "Tlic Passion," Ulin 
for suffering also means a 
transcendent love. This film 
is heavy on the suffering. 
Aramaic, an ancient Ian-* 
guagc, closely related to 
Hebrew, is spoken in the film ' 
by the Jewisli characters, 
Including Christ and his disci- 
ples, and die actors learned to 
speak it phonetically. Tlie Roman 
soldiers speak a "street Latin." 
Darkness and shadow shroud the 
Garden of Gethsemane, where 
Jesus prays and wrestles with the 
specters of evil and betrayal, which 
lead to his capture and the bmtality 
that will continue throughout the 
remainder of tlic film. 

Evil is personified by a pale, 
androgynous figure, Satan, which 
creeps in and out of the tlie con- 
sciousness of Christ while he is in the 
garden, and later It appears to taunt 
Mary as her son lesus Is tortured as 
he carries tlic weiglit of the cross to 
his crucifixion. One of the controver- 
sies leveled at the film is that it Is 
anti- Semitic, and this Satanic pres- 
ence also appears moving silendy 
among the Jewish leaders, but not 
wiUiin die ranks of Pontius Pilate or 
the Roman soldiers. And Christ 
seems to exonerate Pilate as he utters 
to him, "Those who delivered me to 
you have the greater sin." 

Juxtaposed against the darkness 
of Gedisemane, where Jesus Is 
betrayed by Judais, the cruelest bru- 
talities arc doiic hi the harsh light of 
day, the savagery captiired with terri- 
fying ferocity by dnematographer 
Caleb Deschanel ("The Right Stuff," 
"The Patriot"). Unrelenting atrocities 
by the Roman soldiers, with scourg- 
ing, using a metal tipped flogging 
whip, flays Jesus' skin from the bone. 
His tumultuous struggle carrying Uie 
cross to C^voty, and the agonizing 
horror of die nailing of Jesus to the 
cross, all continue for the over two 
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hour lengtii of die fihn. 1 diink tiiat 
Mel Gibson wants us to bear witness 
for this brief time to Christ's socriflce 
for nil time, 'lluit said, 1 found die 
film ovenvrought and a test of my 
ability not to close my eyes to the 
violent images'on screen. Yet, I was 
oddly dispassionate in my heart's 
response. Perhaps dicrc weren't 
enough moments when 1 could 
recover my own humanity between 
the ravishment and inhumanity I 
witnessed. Tlie few scenes of Jesus' 
earlier life, meant to serve as a bufl'er, 
a respite, seemed forced. Tills Is defi- 
nitely not a fllm for children. 

As I watched Mala Morgenstem, 
as Jesus' modier Mary, and Monica 
Bellucci. who portrays Mary - 
Magdalene, I kept thinking of the old 
spiritual, "0 Mary Don't You Weep 
or Mourn." That was the extent of 
their presence here, to weep and 
wash the blood soaked stones. 
Morgenstem Is a prominent 
Romanian actress, with a powerfully 
expressive face, and Bellucci Is a 
stunning actress who delivers amaz- 
ing performances (as in "Malcna" 
and "Irreversible*'). Tlieir roles could 
have been nuicii more charismatic 
and effective. 

My belief is that anyone who 
goes to sec tliis film has a pre con- 
ceived notion of what Ihcy will sec.

The 2004 primary campaign in Illinois for a U.S. Senate nomina- 
tion is distinctive for two things: wide-open field ( ciglit 
Republicans and seven Democrats] and a general attitude on 
the part of the candidates toward risk aversion. VVith a couple 
of notable exceptions, the 15 aspirants for an open seat arc, playing it 
safe, following very predictable paths to win tlicir party's nominaUbn. ' 

The result has been an uncommonly hum-drum campaign. Witli 
little more than a week to go» die race in both parties is pretty much up 
in die air. There arc predictions that as few as 220,000 votes will be suffi-

Lake County has been issued a tentative 
property assessment equalization factor of 
1.000, according to Brian Hamer, director of 
the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The property assessment equalization 
factor, often called the "multiplier/' is tlic 
method used to achieve uniform property 
assessments among counties, as required by 
law. Tills equalization is particularly impor- 
tant because some of the state's 6,600 local 
taxing districts overlap into two or more coun- 
ties (e.g. school districts, junior college dis- 
tricts, fire protection districts). If there were 
no equalization among counties, substantial 
inequities among taxpayers with comparable 
properties would result. 

State law requires property In Illinois to be 
assessed at one-third of its market value. Farm 
property is assessed differently, with farm 
homesitcs and dwellings subject to regular 
assessing and equalization 'procedures, but 
Willi farmland and farm buildings assessed 
according to standards based on productivity. 

The equalization factor is determined 
annually for each county by comparing the 
sales price of individual properties sold over 
tlie past three years to the assessed value 
placed on those properties by the county 
supervisor of assessments/county assessor. 

If this three-year average level of assess- 
ment is one-tliird of market value, the equal- 
ization factor will be one. If die average level of 
assessment is greater tlian one-third of market 
value, the equalization factor will be less than 
one. And if the average level or assessment is 
less than one-third of market value, tlie equal- 
ization factor will be greater than one. 

Assessments in lake County are at 33.30 



assigned is for 2003 taxes, payable in 2004. 

Last year's equalization factor for the 
county was 1.000. 

The tentative factor is subject to change 
(1) if the County Board of Review takes actions 
which significanUy affect the county assess- 
ments or (2) if local officials or others can pre- 
sent data showing that tlic Department of 
Revenue's estimates of tlie average level of 
assessments in the county should be adjusted. 
A public hearing on die tentative multiplier 
will be held between 20 and 30 days after the 
tentative factor is published in a newspaper of 
general circulation widiin the county. 

A change in tlie equalization factor docs not 
mean total property tax bnis will increase or 
decrease. Tax bills arc determined by local taxing 
bodies wlien tliey request money eacli year to 
provide services to local citizens. If tlie amount 
requested by local taxing districts is not greater 
than tlic amount received in die previous year, 
tlien total property taxes will not increase even if 
assessments may have increased. 

The assessed value of an individual prop- 
erty determines what portion of the tax bur- 
den a specific taxpayer will assume. That indi- 
vidual's portion of tax responsibility is not 
changed by the multiplier. '

Dear Mrs. W., 

This is somewhat of a tough quandary 
because on tlie one hand, definitely, acade- 
mics and school performance is of the 
utmost importance, but many of the kids 
that I see that come in for my 
processing/attention program also seem to 
have naturally gravitated toward the sport 
because It is something tliey do well and 
can feel gdod about. If tlic academic area 
is a constant struggle (and If they are com- 
ing to you it probably U) and di^childrf v; 

experiences nothing but pain from it, It Is a 
natural thing for the child to want to do 



what that child is good at. Watcliing a child 
feel good Is also a good thing in parents, 
minds and they don.t want to take that one 
good thing away. Now, with that said, I 
have to say that the one piece I don.t see 
much of anymore is adults helping children 
to learn to stick with the tough stuff even 
when it hurts. 1 see a lot of going with the 
natural stuff that feels good. I often will 
have parents want to work my 
processing/attention program around 
sports events as well. Usually 1 ask them if 
they think their child will go pro in that 
sports area. If the answer is, „no,%o lask 
them to then look at some of the very 
things you,ve brought up here. Wliat mes- 
sage is the child getting from that? What 
message do they want the child to get? 
Ultimately, which will get the child further 
in life, sports or school? Usually, I am not 
looking at two parents who are ptirposely 
trying to destroy their child.s academic 
chances. On the contrary, I am looking 
into the faces of two people who want their 
child to feel iiappy and do well at some- 
thing that the child holds dear. Two people 
who want the best for their child and think 
that this is the perfect way to get that. Most 
of the time, in my experience, gently 
explaining your position and talking about 
it leads to a logical way to work out the 
scheduling difficulty and the priorities. 
Another important thing to remember 

is this: many parents who have dealt with 
their child's learning problem, have been

through many levels of help and testing and 
programs etc. Many times, they may not 
have had much success with tiie learning 
programs out there so far, and are not quite 
convinced that Uie ^program of the week% 
will be any different in terms of success. It 
is up to you to not only let them know how 
your treatment will be successful for their 
child, in specific terms, btit also to help 
them to sec the future through that success 
vision. It,s important.tb help them learn to 
tackle the brick wall that has become In the 
way 6fthcirchild,s academic success. It.s 
Important to show them that they can take 
that wall down, brick by brick. Once they 
feel successful, priorities will most likely 

shift naturally. 

Attacking parent,s choices about their 
child.s sports without any of the rest of this 
involved will most certainly put the parents 
on the defensive and make it so no one

hears anything anyone else has to say. 
Bottom line here is, if parents decide that 
sports need to be first, there isn,t much you 
will be able to do to change that. You try 
your best and the rest is up to the parents. 
Personally, I feel and have seen that there is 
a way to balance both sports and acade- 
mics. Good luck.

"You need to be comfortable when you garden. It lets you enjoy the activity 
rather than having it feel like a cliore, and a good place to start is with die right 

tools" says Dan Hurt, CEO of Vertex, a 
Minneapolis-based gardening supply com- 
pany wid) a line of ergonomicaliy friendly 
gardening tools. 

Hurl knows the importance of 
comfort in the garden from experience. 
He used to own a landscaping business 
and saw his workers, particularly women, 
struggle with their rakes, shovels and 
hoes every day. "The tools we've been 
using in our gardens for more than 100 
years were designed to get a job done, not 
for comfort. Our goal is to revolutionize 
the industry by changing the emphasis," 
says Hurt. 

Hie legacy began well before Vertex's 
creation in 1997 witli the Original Garden 
Rover. Hurt and his landscaping business 
partner, Brad Carlson, designed the mobile 
organizer to serve as a way to get die tools 
dieir workers needed to and from the truck 
with minimal effort. They started marketing 
the cart after a number of their own cus- 
tomers asked where they ooiild get dna You 
can load up to 18 tools m the cart at a time, 
and roll it right to the garden. Its 150-poimd 
capacity lift plate allows users to move bags 
of mulch, seed and other cupibersomc items

"Our hands and wrists aren't as strong as a man's, but we ^ 
can make up for that with smarter tools that utilize leverage," says Patricia Greene, 
founder of WristSaver Garden Tools, formerly Earth Bud-EZE. The tools Greene and her 
partners designed transfer stress and strain from smaller muscles In the hand and wrist 
to larger muscles in the arms and shoulders. They achieve this through a combination of 
a vertical handle and lower arm cuff. "Your arms and hands naturally dangle at your 
sides. It only makes sense that they are at.thelr strongest when kept in that position," she 
adds. 

Cheryl Volkman agrees. She has been working widi people vyho have disabilities for years, 
and came up widi die concept for Vertex's Garden Rocker, which keeps the spine aligned widi the 
pelvis and able to move. "Wlienever you're In a hunched posldon, working in the garden for a 
while, your lower back and knees get sore; but with this rocker, you can get low to Uie ground, and 
rock forward, backward and side to side, while sUll maintaining your body's natural posiUon," she 
says. "During the tesUng phase, a woman who had arthritis tried It out and she was able to work 
comfortably for more dian an hour. Widiout the rocker, she would freeze up within 15 minutes." 

*'Women can garden longer and widi less strain and faUguc when they use tools that were 
designed specifically for them," adds Greene. 



Other ergonomicaliy friendly tips to keep In mind: 

• When designing your garden, leave large, firm paths alongside each row so Uiat you can do 
mostof your work without having to step or kneel on unstable soli. An alternative to kneeling to 
tend plants on the ground is to build a raised plant bed. 

• If you don't have ah autpmaUcAvaJ^ system^ use a watering wand attached to a 
hose instead of a water:caLh^lfl^*^l^urdbwh oh the need to bend down as much.

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Extra care will extend the life of your deck 




hen the wann weather hits» people head for their decks. There are more 
dian 30 million decks in the United States, and millions more being 
built every single year. 

Certainly, a question that comes up for both new and not-so-new 
deck owners is how to care for their decks. Here are just a few tips on 
that all-important subject. Be sure to check with your locally owned 
paint and decorating store for advice for your particular situation. 

The most important tiling to remember before applying a protective finish to 
your deck is to do adequate surface preparation. Just as you would not wax your car 
without thoroughly washing it first, you should not apply any sort of coating on a 
deck without adequate cleaning. 



Make surc your deck surface, whethennew»prjpreviou8lyLStained,'is,fifeem 
oil, grease, dust, dirt and loose wood partidesJYou can^iemove some dirt w 
hose, but use an appropriate wood cleaner and bri^tcner to be absolutely thor- 
ough. If you need to remove mold, mildew or algae, you can use a product specifi- 
cally suited to that task. 

Chlorine bleach is excellent for removal of mold, mildew and algae, but it also can 
cause premature failure of the coating. TYy using a non-chlorine bleach cleaner 
histead. 

Something to watch for on new wood is mill glaze. If this glaze is not broken, any 
coating you apply will fail prematurely You can elimmate mill glaze by using 
mechanical abrasion or buying a product suited to tliat purpose. 

There are a variety of products you can use to coat your deck, from clear wood 
finishes to translucent to semi-transparent to solid-color stains. The type of product 
you choose will depend on a number of factors, including the amount of protecdon

When in doubt on any deck care maintenance, call the paint store fix)m which 
you bought the product or call die manufacturer's toll-free number, usually listed on

There are several factors"thafrriake up a good garden, so 
try this mnemonic to remember the basic steps: the word 
"GARDEN" — each letter stands for a different step. 

• G is for "Ground." I'or new gardens, choose an area willi sbc to eight 
Iiours of direct sunliglit. Make sure it's near the hose or sprinkler for easy 
watering, yet has good drainage — most plants can't stand soggy roots. 
And keep tlie garden away from uees and sluiibs so your plants don't 
have to compete for resources or gel over-powered by shade. Prepare tlie 
ground by tilling and having a soil test done. 

• A is for "Arrange." Arrange tlie layout of your garden before you 
plant. Plant in rows that run north to south, with taller plants in the 
j nordi end, so that all plants get maximum sunlight 

• R is for "Research." Learn wiiat grows well in your area from your 
' neighbors or local nursery. Find out the frost-free date, and determine a 
planting and fertilizing sdiedulc. Some "cold-blooded" veggies, like let-, 
tuce, broccoli, cabbage and spinach, siirvive better in the coql spring 
when soil temperatures ore below 65 degrees F. If you mnt^to be;s^^ 
plant everything once temperatures pass 65 degrees F. Peas dticl onions 
like moderate temperatures around 75 degrees F, Radishes, beans, toma- 
toes and peppers do well in the 80 F 85 degrees V range. Corn, cucum- 
bers, melons and squash like Uie hot weather 85 F 95 degrees F. Make 
sure late vegetables are planted before fall's first-freeze date. 

• D is for "Dig." Create holes four limes Ihe seed's diameter, so bigger 
seeds are planted a little deeper. Use a rake handle to make a trench for 
small seeds and the comer of a hoe blade to make a ditch for larger 
seeds. Cover the seeds, and firm the soil before you \vater. Using the fiat 
blade of a hoe, tamp down the earth to help the seeds make contact with 
the soO; this prevents your 'seeds from washing away in heavy rains. 

• E is for "Encourage.'^ Water and keep weed-free — vegetables need 

Ito 1 1/2 inches of water a week- To fight weeds, use sheets of newspa- 
per or plastic to cover the soil. Anchpr Iho^hecu with rocks^o^^ 

and then cut *'Xs'^ iii ih'esheets to create openings for firansplorits. Oftry 
covering your garden wiUi d thick layer of dried gross clippings from your 

lawn. A few weeds will still sprout, but they'll be thin and weak and very 

easy to pull. 

• N is for "Nurture.'* Monitor growth and enjoy the veggies of your 
labor.

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^ wcll-designcd landscape is a 
pleasure to the family, 
enhances a community and 
adds to the property's resale 
value. Landscape design 
involves much more than 
placing trees, shrubs and other plants on 
the property. It is an art which deals witli 
conscious arrangement or organizadon of 
outdoor space for human sadsfaction and 
enjoyment. Some of Us major 
goals include: 

• Organizing and developing 
the site for maximum use and 
pleasure. 

• Creadng a visual relation- 
ship between the house and the 
site. 

• Reducing landscape mainte- 
nance to a practical level. 

Not all landscaping 
improves tlie appearance of a 
building. The work of an insen- 
sitive designer can subdue a 
building, conceal important features or 
contradict die architect's intent. Good 
landscape design can signiFicantly 
improve the building's appearance by 
adding warmth, liveability and personali- 
ty. It can also relate a building to its site 
and environment and give it the desired 
degree of dominance. 

Growth and change separate land- 
scape designs from other arts. Most works 
of art sucli as arcliitecture, sculpture 
and painting look their best when 
new. Landscape designs, however, are 
at their worst when new and improve 
with age. A well-designed landscape 
will seldom look the same any two 
months of the year. 

The temptation to begin planting 
immediately is almost overwhelming. 
Whether you are landscaping a newly- 
built home or redesigning an existing 
landscape, die results will be much more 
satisfying if you plan Ilrst. 
Plants 

living trees, shrubs, vines, groundcov- 




crs, annuals and perennials are usually 
die most important materials in land- 
scaping. Their selection, placement and 
maintenance are the main criteria the lay- 
man uses to evaluate landscape work. It is 
extremely important, dierefore, to select 
plants that will serve the function as 
dependably as possible. For every land- 
scape need there are numerous plante to 
choose from. 

Native Plants: Native plants are 
rightfully gaining a prominent place in 
die landscape. Although there 
has been an increase in pland- 
ng and preserving native plant 
species, there is; still a long 
way to maximizing their 
potential. Often the native 
plants are more resistant 
to drought, insects and dis- 
ease. If species are selected 
that are native to the 
immediate vicinity of the 
home, there is an addiUonal bonus 
of visually relating the new landscape to 
tlie natural environment'. 

Unusual challenges for landscaping 
widi native plants can be found in some 
of die more densely populated areas. If 
the property owner has a stereotyped 
concept tliat landscaping should consist 
of planting various broadleafed evergreen 
trees and flowering shrubs, they may clear 
the site of all tlie "brush." Tlien, after 
spending considerable time and money 
trying to provide topsoil, irrigate ade- 
quately and reduce soil pH as well as deal 
widi insect and disease problems, die 
property owner wonders why maintain- 
ing the landscape is such a big and expen- 
sive job. 

With some careful thinning, prun- 
ing, transplanting and a few well- 
placed groundcoyer areas, the proper- 
ty owners could have an attractive and 
functional landscaped. Builders, devel- 
opers and homeowners need to evalu- 
ate natural growth on the site before 
destroying it. 



Plant Grouping. Plants are basically 
used as specimens, in lines, in groups or 
in masses. Each mediod creates a differ- 
ent effect. Most landscapes will use all 
four types of groupings. 

Specimen or accent: Using plants 
as specimens is a good way to emphasize 
a character shrub or an unusually beaud- 
ful tree. If used, sparingly, accent plants 
create interest and contrast; Ibo many 
specimens, however, result in visual 
chaos. Flowering trees such as crape myr- 
dcs, dogwood and redbuds are often used 
for accent. Using a specimen plant or 
'small tree near the enUance can help 
focalize on that area. Container plant 
specimens are another good possibility 
for accent if plants and container are 
scaled to the area. 

Line: Unes of trces, shrubs and odier 
plants can* effectroii&raSy 
architectural' lihes>ihto ^the landscape. 
Straight or curved lines of tree plandngs 



can shade parking or play areas or serve as 
a windbreak. Select hardy, well-adapted 
plants to form a line since die visual effect 
can be spoiled if one or a few of the plants 
are damaged. Also be sure that die same 
soil, drainage and sun condiUons /occur 
along the lengdi of the row since any or all 
of these factors can significandy affect the 
plant ' 

Group: Grouping is a reladvely natur- 
al way to use plants. Place several trees, 
shrubs, etc. fairly close togedier for a more 
massive effect. Since plants are often 
grouped naturally, this is a good method 
to relate your landscape to the natural 
environment. Also group container plants 
for emphasis. 

Mass: The mass is really just an exten- 
sion of the group. In mass plantings, indi- 
vidual plants tend to lose identity. Mass 
plantings are especially useful, in relating 
large buildings to the site.-shice these 
plantings can be large enoiigh to-be in 
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f you open your windows during the 
spring and summer insteaU"of run- 
ning tlie air condidoncr continuous- 
ly, excessively damp air can be a 
problem. Blocked ^tters can hold 
stagnant water, and poor drainage 
can create a mold-laden atmosphere 
dirccdy around the house. 

Inexpensive metal or plasUc mesh gutter 
guards are better than nothing to keep gutters 
clean. 

There are several designs of gutter guards 
that are much more ePfecdve. They are perma- 
nenUy attached over the gutters because 
cleaning should not be required after they 
are Installed. They arc made of either alu- 
minum or plastic and arc available in

• Clearly mark the conduit raceways so tliey arc easy to Pmd In the 
future. Oneway Is to mark tlicm on your plans and keep tlie plans 
for future reference. Or make a small mark in the concrete; for 
example, an unobtrusive notch on either side of die driveway 
where the conduit Is would make It easy to find. 

• I lave your electrician Install all pullets that will be used for land- 
scape lighting on the same breaker in' the electric breaker panel, 
and be sure that breaker Is clcariy marked as landscape lighting. 
This will make It easy for you to deal with the situation should the 
breaker ever trip or if you should ever want to disconnect power 
to those outlets. Tlic breaker should be at least 15 to 20 amps to 
accommodate your hiitial installation and^y^addltions you 
; may want in the fiitiue^^
